D. J. Hemlock, Esq., ot Wtukesba, 


was introduced as the first speaker, who 
spoke for about forty minutes, setting 
forth the wrongs heaped upon the Irish 
race by tho British government, and tbo 
Struggles of tbo Irish for.home rale1 Tbe 
gentleman wag frequently interrupted 
by tremendous applause, evidence tbat 
ho was speaking tbo sentiments ot thoPe 
assembled. After music by tho band, 
Mayor Winans introduced tbo lion. 
Matt. P. Bradoy, of Chicago, wbo made 
tbe speech of tho evening. Mr. BraJy is 
an eloquent speaker, and for an hour 
and a half held his audience in almost 
breathless silence, excepting now and 
then, when his eloquent, telling and un- 
answerable 
loftio so 
captivated that 


the hall resounded with thunders of 
applause. He recited tbo wiocgs in- 
flicted upon Ireland by tbe British gov- 
ernment, and then told hid bearers how 
the Irish people had struggled for liberty, 
how they had beou betrayed, and how, 
under the leadership of Cbcrlee, Stewart 
Parnell, they hope to succeed. His was 
an eloquent and convincing plea tor Irish 
home rule, and a plea which met tbe 
approval of every one who loves liberty. 
He concluded:— 


Now you old men and you old grand- 


mothers who are here to-night must re- 
member how tho men whom you heard 
talking ot tbe a_chievement.of legislative 
independence in Ireland by Uratton, 
thrilled with delight and seemed to grow 
larger in statue as they told you of it, 
and you partook of their joy, you partook 
ot their pride. Tou also must romembor 
the tones of sorrow in which was told tbe 
story of the wreck of tho Irish Parlia- 
ment. In that awtul year ot 1800 all the 
policy of Great Britain backed by every 
resource of that mighty empire, was em- 
ployed to strip tho Insb people of the 
right to enact laws for their own govern- 
ment. And from tbo day it succeeded 
until thin the Irish people have, been at 
the mercy ottbe ruthless, always hating, 
over hating enemy ot right, tbe British 
government. 


Now it is to bring back tbe old par- 


liament ot Grattan and to reinvest tho 
Irish people with the habiliment ot true 
manhood and ot freedom tbat this na- 
tional league is being carried on from one 
end ot tho earth to the other, wherever 
an Irishman can be found to engage in it. 
It is for the purpose ot lifting up the 
long-sorrowing and long-suffering head 
of our national mother that wo are en- 
gaged in this work.
